ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1879. 


The superintending school committee submits the following re- 
port to the citizens of Langdon : 

DISTRICT No. 1.—The schoo] house in this district is unfit 
to be occupied, and the school which is very small and consists 
mostly of the children of Mr. Wm. B. Dow, was kept in his house, 
the summer term by Mrs. Almina P. Dow, the fall term by 
Miss Loisie E. L. Alden. Good work was done by both teachers. 
The scholars were obedient and industrious, and made good pro- 
gress. 

DISTRICT No. 2—The summer term was taught by Miss 
Belle H. Marvin. The school was in good order, in good spirits 
and apparently made good progress. The fall term was taught 
by Miss Alice M. Smith. At its close the pupils did not present 
quite their former good appearance, They were less orderly, less 
courteous, less studious and consequently showed less improvement, 
The winter term was taught by Miss Loisie E. L. Alden, who found 
the school rather hard to govern and not very pleasant. At the 
closing examination, however, the pupils seemed obedient and re- 
spectful and showed fair progress in their studies. Still, on the 
whole, theyear has not been a very good one to this school. 

DISTRICT No. 3.—This district has had two terms of school, 
both taught by Miss Jennie L. Bacon, who also taught it one 
term last year. Judging from previous reports of the school, she 
has accomplished an excellent work in it. She has had to spend 
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much time and strength in bringing the pupils up to good habits 
of study, but has succeeded to a good degree. Every exercise to 
which I listened shewed marks of careful preparation by both 
teacher and pupils. The frequent written exercises prepared to 
illustrate recitations, form an excellent feature of their work. 


DISTRICT No. 4.—The summer term, taught by Miss Leola 
A. Holden, passed quietly and without trouble, still, it was not 
quite as profitable as could be desired, though perhaps as much so 
as could be expected. Miss H. was young, inexperienced and had 
been a pupil in the district up to the time of beginning her school. 
The fall term was taught by Miss Hittie R. Lang, who was also 
young and inexperienced but seemed otherwise qualified. She 
tried hard to interest the scholars, still they did not do very thor- 
ough work, The winter school was begun by Mr. George Winch 
who had never taught before. The school numbered only seven. 
Two of the oldest girls were prejudiced against him at the begin- 
ning, and accordingly proceeded to such conduct and the use of 
such language and the exertion of such an influence over the oth- 
ers, as few teachers, whatever their qualifications, could overrule. 
Mr. Winch proved unequal to the task, and the school closed at 
the end of five weeks. This district had more money appropriated 
to it than any other in town, but has made less real progress than 
any other. 

DISTRICT No. 5.—This district was fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss Juliette A. Osgood both terms. This is her 
second year in the school. She is untiring in her work and the 
pupils have made good progress. The parents, many of them, 
seem interested in the school, and have shown their zeal by sub- 
scribing $5.00 in addition to the sum allowed by law for such im- 
provements, for buying a set of maps. 

DISTRICT No. 6.—This school was taught throughout the year 
by Miss Agnes J. Graves, who also taught it a part of last year. 
Miss G. is well qualified by education and experience for her work ; 
the pupils are unusually docile and the results of their work are 
excellent, the older ones having reached the higher branches, 
This school deserves special notice for the interest which the par- 
ents show in it, and for the air of refinement which pervades it. 
Miss G. says she has had to spend neither time nor strength in 
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exacting obedience or in holding the pupils to the work. This 
habit of obedience and this refinement of feeling will be of more 
yalue to them as citizens in the future than all the knowledge of 
books which they can acquire. 

In closing this account of our schools, I would say that the pu- 
pils of every district in town except No. 6, may be criticized for a 
certain coarseness or roughness of manner towards each other, at 
recess and about the school house and sometimes even in the school 
room. Perhaps teachers should give more attention to this. Par- 
ents certainly can do much for them, but nothing would improve 
the schools so much as a change in this direction. 

Also, that if those who are the prudential committee next year, 
will look over these reports, they will notice that those districts 
which have procured well qualified and experienced teachers and 
kept the same ones continuously, although the wages must be high- 
er and the terms shorter, have had good schools, while those which 
have had young and inexperienced ones have been less successful. 
Many of the young candidates for teachers have not years enough 
or education enough, to fit them for the work, and the difficulty is 
that there are not enough good teachers to supply the schools. 
Still if the people will demand better ones and insist upon it there 
will be better ones.
